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During the quarter ended 3ist March last, there were registered in the 827 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,426 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
24°2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 21,365 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 19:5 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 3,667 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24:4 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 15:8 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0:5 above the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911, and 0:6 above the rate for the first quarter of 
1911. The deaths are 545 above those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1911 ; 
the death-rate is 0:4 above the rate for that quarter, but 0-7 below the average for the 
first quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911. ? 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1911, the returns of pauperism 
furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 541 in the average number 
of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, but an increase of 726 in the 
average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 5,419, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 15,898, the total under both heads being 20°8 per cent. 
under the average for the first quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease 1n 
the population as compared with the average population for those years is 0-4 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (5,570) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter of 1911 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-3 above 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1910, and 0:3 above the average rate for 
the fourth quarter of the ten years 1901-1910. Of the total number of marriages, 3,659 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,911 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4:5 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6-7 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under each heading 
is 0°3 above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


Of the 23,600 marriages registered last year, 7,234 were registered in the first 
quarter, 5,554 in the second, 5,242 in the third and 5,570 in the fourth.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st March last was 
26,426—13,490 boys and 12,936 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41:4, 
or 24:2 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1902-11, was 26,009, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 23-7 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—Leinster, 24:2 
per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1911 ; Munster, 23-6; Ulster, 24:4; 
and Connaught, 24:4. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 31:8 for Dublin county borough, 
and the lowest 18-8 for Tipperary, N.R. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are— 
Belfast county borough, 29:2; Mayo, 26-1; Kerry, 26-0; Limerick county and county 
borough, 25:4. and Donegal, 25:1. The lowest five are—Wicklow, 19:0; Dublin county, 
19:3; King’s County, 19:7; Monaghan, 19°8; and Meath, 20:4. 3 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 31st March 
last was 21,365—10,595 males and 10,770 females—affording an annual ratio of 1 in 
every 51°2, or 19-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1902-11, was 20°2 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 21:5 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 17:6; in Ulster, 20°5; and in Connaught, 16:5. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 13-7 in Kerry, to 28°3 in 
Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest five are—Mayo, 16°2; 
Kildare, 16°5; Galway, 16-5; Leitrim, 16-6; and Wicklow, 16°6; and the highest 
five are—Belfast county borough, 24:2; Queen’s County, 23°7; Monaghan, 22-0 ; 
Armagh, 21-1; and Kilkenny, 20-7.

Acrs.—Of the 21,365 deaths registered last quarter, 2,777, or 13:0 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age; and 9,059, or 42°4 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 105-1 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 14° 3 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
11:1 per cent. ; in Ulster, 14:2 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9:2 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 36°5 per cent.; in Munster, to 45-7 per cent. ; in Ulster, to 41:3 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 54°6 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

DiszasEs.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
907, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0:83 per 1,000 living.

ENTERIC FeveR.—The deaths from enteric fever, 64, are below the average, 81. 
In each of the 3 preceding quarters such deaths were 52, 86 and 99. Of the total 
deaths, 13 belonged to Dublin county borough, and 6 to each of the following :— 
Cork county and county borough, County Kerry, County Down and County Tyrone. 


TypHus.—There were 14 deaths from typhus registered for the whole of 
Ireland during the period under notice. These deaths belonged to the following 
unions :—one to Belfast, one to Cavan, 2 to South Dublin, one to Killala, 5 to Lis- 
towel, one to Middleton, one to Mount Bellew, one to New Ross, and one to 
Oughterard. The deaths are one under the average for the corresponding period in 
the 5 years, 1907-11. 


SMALL-Pox.—There was no record of mortality from small-pox during the 
quarter, nor did any notification of the incidence of the disease in Ireland reach 
this office. 


MEASLES.—The number of deaths from measles, 97, is below the average, 
151, the former figure corresponding to an annual mortality of 0°09 per 1,000 
of the population of Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1912. In the 
Abstract, page 18, it may be seen that of the total deaths, 83 belonged to the Province 
of Leinster; of this figure, 28 belonged to the County of Dublin, and 40 to Dublin 
county borough; of the former figure, 15 deaths belonged to the Registrar’s district 
of Bray No. 2, and 10 to the urban district of Kingstown. 


SCARLET Fever.—Unlike the diseases already mentioned the mortality from 
scarlet fever, 65, is an increase over the average, 37. In the June quarter of 1911 
deaths from scarlet fever numbered 61; this fell to 47 in the September quarter of 
that year and rose to 100 in the December quarter. Of the deaths, 16, or justi 25 
per cent. belonged to the county borough of Dublin, and 3 belonged to Donnybrook. 


WuHoopinc-coucH.—As was the case with scarlet fever, the mortality from 
whooping-cough shows a considerable increase over the average, the former figure 
being 353 and the latter 296. The 353 deaths are equivalent to an annual rate of 
0 -32 per 1,000 of the estimated population. Of the total deaths, 253 belonged to 
Ulster, and of this figure 152 belonged to Belfast county borough; and of 70 deaths 
registered in Leinster, 35 belonged to the county borough of Dublin. 


DipHtHERiaA.—The deaths from diphtheria are also rather above the average 
(93), numbering 105, and are equivalent to an annual mortality rate of 0°10 per 1,000. 
Of the deaths, 32 belonged to Dublin county borough, 8 to Antrim, 7 to Down, 6 to 
Cork county and county borough, and 6 to County Dublin. 


DiarRH@AL Diseases.—In the aggregate these deaths numbered 209, and in- 
clude 3 deaths from dysentery, 172 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 
years, and 34 deaths from diarrhcea of persons aged 2 years and upwards. 


TuBERCULOSIS.—The number of deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease as 
returned by the Registrars is 2,520; this figure is equal to an annual rate of mor- 
tality of 2°30 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the country. 


The notes which follow have been selected from those kindly furnished by the 
Registrars and published at the end of this Report, as having a special interest 10 
connection with the status of tuberculosis or other matters concerning the public 


health of the country :—

Balrothery; Lusk.—“ Two deaths from tubercular disease, one of old standing 
and the other of a child from Dublin who contracted the disease there and came 
here to die.” 


Granard; Scrabby No. 2.—“ Four deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis have 
been recorded. Most of these were living in damp insanitary dwellings.” 


Dunshaughlin; Killeen.—* Phthisis record diminishing.” 


Trim; Innfield—* The deaths of two men from pulmonary phthisis were regis- 
tered during the quarter, aged 36 and 48 years, respectively. Both lived in 
labourers’ cottages and were apparently in the best of health two years ago. In the 
case of the man aged 36, a sister of his came home from service in Dublin and died 
of consumption some years ago.” 


Athy; Stradbally—* Only one death from tuberculosis occurred during the 
past quarter and there is no other case of that disease at present under my obser- 
vation in the district.” 


Baltinglass; Kiltegan.—* The number of deaths from tuberculosis is unusually 
large this quarter.” 


Dungannon; Caledon and Ballymagran.—* Two brothers died from tuberculosis 
this quarter; of a family of six, all, including father, have died of tuberculosis. The 
adoption of Part I., Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908, in the union 
would be an advantage.” 


Gort: Ardrahan.—‘The outstanding characteristic at present is the dimi- 
nution in the incidence of cases of tuberculosis of lungs—the tubercular wave seems 
subsiding. There are, however, cases of chronic tuberculosis of bones (one case was 
that of an old age pensioner), or ‘cold’ tuberculosis with intermittent acute recru- 
descences when discharge occurs. Some of these cases ante-date for a very long 
period, in one case over fifty years; as a casual link in the chain of production this 
factor must be taken into account.” 


Claremorris; Ballyhaunis.—* Tuberculous, rheumatic, and respiratory affections 
have been abnormally prevalent during quarter, and are, in my opinion, largely 
attributable to the abiding neglect of arterial drainage throughout the district.” 


CancEeR.—As returned by the Registrars it appears that 844 deaths were at- 
tributable to cancer; this number is equivalent to a rate of 0°77 per 1,000. In each 
of the 3 quarters preceding the rate was 0°71, 0°76 and 0 -74. 


VIOLENCE.—There were 240 deaths by violence, and inquests were held in 454 
instances. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 


Measles in 4 districts, scarlet fever in 37, whooping-cough in 41, diphtheria in 19, enteric 
fever in 15, influenza in 86, mumps in 2, typhus in 1, and acute polio-myelitis in 1 district. 
[See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 65.] 


Inquests.—There were 454 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 47 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 48 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 52, in 
Ulster 1 to 38, and in Connaught 1 to 100.

Deatus In Pusiic Instirutions.—Of the 21,365 deaths registered, 4,309, or 20-2 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 28°6, in Munster 
23°7, in Ulster 13°8, and in Connaught 13:1. 


UNcERTIFIED DrEAtTHs.—According to the returns, 5,081 of the 21,365 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being nearly 24 per cent. of the 
total. In Leinster the percentage was 18, in Munster 28, in Ulster 19, and in Connaught 
the uncertified deaths were 47 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the{Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 31st March last was 3,667 (2,264 males and 
1,403 females), being 442 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1911, and 
566 below the average number for the first quarter of the ten years 1902-1911.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


The letters a and p indicate whether the readings of the maximum and minimum thermometers are taken at the hours 
of morning or evening observations. 

Barometer.—The correction for latitude has been applied to all the values. The values at sea-level have been cor- 
rected for diurnal variation by using the average difference for the month between the mean of the combination of hours 
shown and the true mean for the 24 hourly observations at the observatories. ; 

Rainfall.—The amounts are those for the 24 hours commenced at the time of morning observation. ; 

l Hygrometer.—At certain stations the vapour pressure and the relative humidity are the results obtained from the 
daily values. | These are entered in clarendon type. At other stations the calculations are made from the monthly means 
of the dry and wet bulb readings. 

Weather Phenomena,—The number of days of Precipitation, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog, Ground Frost, and Gale, 
are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the cases of rainfall (see above) and ground 
frost the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of * clear sky,’’ if the mean of the estimates of the “ amount 
of cloud” at the fixed hours of observation is less than 2, and as an “ overcast ’’ day if the mean is greater than 8. A night 
is counted as a “ Night of Ground Frost”’ if the minimum on the grass has sunk to 302 or less. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observations of calms and of fresh 
or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours. At V alencia and Armagh the wind observations are based 
on the records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2-2). Velocities of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have 
been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. 

Averages.—The normal averages used for stations are—Pressure, Temperature, and Rainfall for the 35 years 
1871-1905: Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-1905. These averages for the 35 years, 1871-1905, have been. corrected 
for diurnal variation and the values in the column “difference from the normal” have been obtained by using these 
corrected averages with the results for Pressure at Sea’ Level. :

Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,546 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
24°3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 18,602 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 17:0 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 12,772 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 23:9 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 12-7 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0-1 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911, and also 0-1 below the rate for the second 
quarter of 1911. The deaths are 73 under those registered in the corresponding quarter 
of 1911 ; the death-rate is 0-1 under the rate for that quarter, and 1:2 under the average 
for the second quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911. 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1911, the returns of pauperism 
furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 842 in the average number 
of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, but an increase of 755 in the 
average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the second quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 5,470, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 14,936, the total under both heads being 20°8 per cent. 
under the average for the second quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in 


the population as compared with the average population for those years 1s 0°4 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (6,654) registered in Ireland during the first quarter of 1912 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 6-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-5 below 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1911, and 0:1 below the average rate for 
the first quarter of the ten years 1902-1911. Of the total number of marriages, 5,378 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,276 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 6°7 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 4:5 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is equal to, and that under the latter heading 0-4 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion 
of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, 
while as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than 
that for any of the other quarters of the year.

BIRTHS. TR 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th June last was 
26,546—13,571 boys and 12,975 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41:2, 
or 24:3 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered’ 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1902-11, was 26,797, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 24:4 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—Leinster, 24:4 
per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1911 ; Munster, 23-2; Ulster, 25:5 ; 
and Connaught, 22-4. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 31:3 for Dublin county borough, 
and the lowest 18:8 for Dublin County. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are— 
Belfast county borough, 30-8; Londonderry county and county borough, 24:8; Mayo, 
24-7: Limerick county and county borough, 24-6, and Kerry 24:5. The lowest five 
are—Roscommon, 19°5; Sligo, 19:9; King’s, 20:7; Cavan, 20-9; and Longford, 
21°0. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 30th June 
last was 18,602—9,223 males and 9,379 females—affording an annual ratio of 1 in 
every 58:8, or 17-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population; the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1902-11, was 18-2 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 18-5 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 15:8; in Ulster, 17°6; and in Connaught, 14:5. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 13:5 in Kildare to 24:5 in 
Dublin county borough.

Acrs.—Of the 18,602 deaths registered last quarter, 2,103, or 11:3 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age; and 7,476 or 40:2 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 79-2 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 12° 8 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
10-4 per cent. ; in Ulster, 11:9 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 7°5 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 33°4 per cent.; in Munster, to 42:9 per cent.; in Ulster, to 40°5 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 50°8 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


DisEASES.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
903, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0-83 per 1,000 living. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal epidemic 
diseases, as registered during the June quarter of 1912, also the average 
number of deaths registered from each of these diseases, in the corresponding period 
of the 5 years, 1907-1911.

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ENTERIC FEver.—The deaths were 56 in number as compared with 65, the average 
for the corresponding quarter in the 5 years, 1907-1911. In each of the 3 preceding 
quarters deaths from enteric fever were 86, 99, and 64. The 56 deaths correspond to 
an annual rate of 0-05 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland estimated to the middle of 
the year 1912. The abstracts commencing on page 92 give the details of the deaths as 
regards the locality, registrars’ districts, etc., in which these occur. Eight of the total 
deaths appertained to Dublin county borough. 


Typuus.—Ot 10 deaths from typhus, one belonged to Ballina union, one to Bally- 
mahon, one to Borrisokane, one to Cootehill. one to Macroom, one to Monaghan, one to 
Sligo, 2 to Tuam, and one to Waterford. The average number of deaths from typhus 
in the corresponding quarter of the 5 years 1907-1911 is 18 for the whole of Ireland. 


SMALL-Pox.—There was no record of death from small-pox during the period under 
notice. 


Mrasies.—Altogether 182 deaths from measles were registered ; this figure is below 
the average, 207, and corresponds to an annual rate of 0-17 per 1,000. In the preceding 
3 quarters, deaths from measles numbered 55, 75, and 97 respectively. It may be 
seen in Abstract I. that of the total deaths, 148 belonged to Dublin county borough and 
20 to the county of Dublin. 


SCARLET Fever.—The number of fatalities from scarlet fever was 74, the average 
being 34; the former figure is equivalent to an annual rate of 0.07 per 1,000. In the 
3 quarters immediately preceding, deaths from scarlet fever were respectively 47, 100, 
and 65. Of the total deaths 16 appertained to Dublin county borough, and among others 
there were 6 deaths in Lisburn union, 5 in Middleton, and 4 in Galway union. 


WHOooPING-coucH.—Deaths from whooping-cough decreased to 294 from 353 in 
the quarter preceding, in which the number had increased from 149 in the December 
quarter of 1911. The deaths are over the average (284) and equal to an annual rate 

of 0-27 per 1,000. 


There were 57 deaths in Leinster, of which 18 belonged to Dublin county borough ; 
there were 29 in Munster, of this number 15 were in Cork county and county borough, 
and 11 belonged to Limerick county and county borough ; there were 206 deaths in Ulster, 
ranging from 7 deaths in Cavan to 74 in Belfast county borough. There was no death 
from whooping-cough registered in Fermanagh. 


There were only 2 deaths from whooping-cough reported from the whole of the province 
of Connaught, one in Belmullet and one in Westport union. 


DieHtHERtA.—In the September quarter of 1911 there were 76 deaths from diphtheria ; 
the figure rose to 97 in the following period and again to 105 in the March quarter of the 
present year, declining to 81, equalling a rate of 0-07 per 1,000 in the quarter under notice, 
the average being 77. Of 36 deaths registered for Leinster, 13 belonged to county Dublin 
and 16 to the city of Dublin; there were 14 deaths in Munster ; of 26 deaths in Ulster, 
9 belonged to the county of Down. There were only 5 deaths from diphtheria reported 
from the province of Connaught. ) 


DrarrHa@at Diszases.—In the aggregate, deaths from diarrhceal diseases numbered 
206, as compared with 209 in the quarter preceding ; the former includes 6 deaths from 
dysentery, 165 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years old, and 35 
deaths from diarrhceal diseases of persons over 2 years of age. 


TUBERCULOsIS.—As returned by the Registrars, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis 
numbered 2,664, as compared with 2,675 returned in the corresponding period of 1911, 
the deaths during the quarter under notice represent a rate of 2°44 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. 


80. Health of the People. 


The following notes on the status of the country with reference to public health and 
tuberculosis, as kindly furnished by the respective Registrars, are here presented. 


South Dublin ; Crumlin.—“‘I find the nurse provided for the district by the Women’s 
National Health Association the greatest help in every way.” 


Granard ; Scrabby, No. 2.—‘‘ Health of the district good, and free from infectious 
disease. Although some deaths from tuberculosis occurred during the January quarter, 
no further cases of this disease have since come under my notice. People are wonderfully 
improved in the matter of cleanliness, and are becoming keenly alive to the necessity of 
admitting fresh air into their homes.” 


Trim ; Summerhill.—* Four out of the twelve deaths having been caused by tubercu- 
losis is not a favourable report to have to make.” 


Limerick ; Bridgetown.—I would recommend that the Tuberculosis Notification Act 
be enforced in the district.” 


Limerick ; Caherconlish.—‘ Two cases of phthisis, both uncertified, one a returned 
American.” 
Limerick; Limerick, No. 3.—‘ Five deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis and 


two deaths from other forms of tuberculous disease.” 


Callan ; Mullinahone.—* One death registered from pulmonary tuberculosis, I believe 
the last member of a family all of whom died of it.” 


Ballycastle ; Cushendall.—‘‘ Sanitary arrangements excellent. No infectious disease 
of any kind. Not a case of tuberculous disease of any form in the district.”’ 


Enniskillen ; Holywell, No. 2‘ The sanitary condition of the district is fairly good 
as regards drainage. Lighting and flooring of most houses are defective. I would 
recommend much larger windows to open from the top, and the earthen floors, which are 
uneven, damp, and filthy, to be replaced by concrete, which is cheap and easily cleaned. 
This would, I believe, tend to promote the health of families.” 


Londonderry ; Burt.—*‘ A dismantled fort on Inch Island with good modern buildings 
would make a sanatorium.” 


Lisburn ; Saintfield.—** Tuberculous cases increasing, three deaths out of seven being 
from this cause.” 


Newtownards; Newtownards.—‘ No notifications have been received by me 
during the quarter under the Notification of Infectious Diseases Act. Eleven cases 
were notified under the Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act. The general health 
of the district has been good. We have had the reservoir covered so as to protect the 
water supply from the action of the sun. _It was finished only at the beginning of June. 
There therefore was no time to collect a reserve supply for dry weather. The wet weather 
however, has, relieved the situation. I have every hope that the general health of the 
people will now improve owing to the good water supply and also to our new system of 
sewers. The sanitary authority is urging the people to connect their drains with these 
new sewers. Some domestic scavenging has been done by the sanitary authority, which 
is, I am glad to say alive keenly to the necessity for sanitary reforms.”’ 


Irvinestown ; Irvinestown.—‘‘ Two deaths registered from pulmonary tuberculosis ; 
of these one returned from America suffering from the disease, the other has a family 
history of tuberculosis, and mother and sister died*within past two years, one pulmonary 
tuberculosis, the other tuberculous meningitis.”’ 
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Claremorris ; Ballyhaunis.—* Sanitation still progressive. As regards the exceptional 

prevalence of rheumatic and tuberculous diseases, I don’t expect much improvement 

~ whilst arterial drainage remains neglected, constituting an abiding menace to the health 
and prosperity of the inhabitants.” 


Castlereagh ; Loughglinn.—‘‘ The unusually wet winter has much increased the number 
of chest affections, especially that of pulmonary tuberculosis. The four cases were among 
the well-to-do, so that the climate evidently played a greater part than privation and 
want of air.” 7 


CaNcER.—845 deaths from cancer were returned as compared with 779 in the corres- 
ponding period of the year 1911; the former number is equal to an annual rate of 0-77 
per 1,000. 


VIOLENCE.—This title includes deaths from accident, negligence, homicide and suicide ;* 
these numbered 188 as compared with 221 in the June quarter of the year preceding. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 


Measles in 11 districts, scarlet fever in 34, whooping-cough in 41, diphtheria in 13, enteric 
fever in 11, influenza in 19, mumps in 4, typhus in 6, German measles in 3, and chicken- 
pox in 2 districts. [See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 139.] 


| InquEsts.—There were 382 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 49 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was I inquest to every 42 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 62, in 
Ulster 1 to 41, and in Connaught 1 to 130. 


‘ Deatus IN Pusiic Instrrutions.—Of the 18,602 deaths registered, 3,769, or 20°3 
| per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leister the percentage was 28°9, in Munster 
23:4, in Ulster 14°2, and in Connaught 12°3. 


UncertirieD Dratus.—According to the returns, 4,338 of the 18,602 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being over 23 per cent. of the 
total. In Leinster the percentage was 16,in Munster 26, in Ulster 19, and in Connaught 
the uncertified deaths were 50 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the second quarter 
of the year 1912, there were 26,587 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 30th June last was 12,772 (6,841 males and 
5,931 females), being 1,878 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1911, and 
2,323 below the average number for the second quarter of the ten years 1902-1911.

The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1912 was 29-979 
inches, being 0-192 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1907-1911; the highest reading (30°501 inches) was on the 14th April, at 9 a.m., wind 
W.S.W., and the lowest (29.378 inches) on the 4th June, at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 50°8°, being 10° above the 
average for the second quarter of the 5 years 1907-1911. 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 68: 4° and the minimum 
97:0°. The maximum heat in sun was 125-09. 


_ Rain or snow fell on 45 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 5: 660 inches, 
being 1-177 inches below the average for the second quarter of the five years 1907-1911. 
The greatest monthly rainfall was in June, when 3-395 inches were registered. 


he wind blew on 29 days from W., on 13 days from E., on 8 days from §., on 
7 days from N., on 7 days from 8.W., on 2 days from N.E., on one day from §.E., on one 
day from N.W., and the air was calm on 23 days at 9 a.m. 


April.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30: 187 inches ; the 
highest reading (30-501 inches) was on the 14th, at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. ; and the lowest 
(29-618 inches) on the 8th, at 9 4.m.,wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 
46°5°, the maximum registered was 62:9°, and the minimum 27.0°. The 6th was the 
warmest day, and the 17th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 47:1°, 
and of the wet bulb, 44:8°. The maximum heat in the sun was 110°1°, and the minimum 
on the grass 25°6°.

NoTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


The letters a and p indicate whether the readings of the maximum and minimum thermometers are taken at the hours 
of morning or evening observations. 

Barometer.—The correction for latitude has been applied to all the values. The values at sea-level have been cor- 
rected for diurnal variation by using the average difference for the month between the mean of the combination of hours 
‘shown and the true mean for the 24 hourly observations at the observatories. 

Rainfall.—The amounts are those for the 24 hours commenced at the time of morning observation. 

Hygrometer.—At certain stations the vapour pressure and the relative humidity are the results obtained from the 
‘daily values. These are entered in clarendon type. At other stations the calculations are made from the monthly means 
of the dry and wet bulb readings. 

Weather Phenomena,—The number of days of Precipitation, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog, Ground Frost, and Gale, 
are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the cases of rainfall (see above) and ground 
frost the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “clear sky,’’ if the mean of the estimates of the “ amount 
of cloud’ at the fixed hours of observation is less than 2, and as an “ overcast ’’ day if the mean is greater than 8. A night 
is counted as a “ Night of Ground Frost” if the minimum on the grass has sunk to 30° or less. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observations of calms and of fresh 
-or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours. At Valencia, Dublin (Phenix Park), and Armagh the wind 
observations are based on the records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2-2). Velocities of between 13 and 38 
miles in the hour have been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. 

Averages.—The normal averages used for stations are—Pressure, Temperature, and Rainfall for the 35 years 
1871-1905 ; Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-1905. The values are published in Appendix ILI. to the Weekly 
Weather Report for 1906. Monthly averages of pressure at telegraphic reporting stations for the epoch 7 a.m. are 
published in Appendix I. to the Daily Weather Report. These averages for the 35 years, 1871-1905, have been corrected 
for diurnal variation and the values in the column “ difference from the normal” have been obtained by using these 
‘corrected averages with the results for Pressure at Sea Level. P 

Valencia.—The figures quoted in the second line assigned to this observatory in the columns for Barometer and 
Mean Temperature are the true daily means computed from the hourly tabulations of the traces of the photographic recording 
instruments, ‘ LPO 

4 § Mean Values for Districts.—The stations used in the Weekly Weather Report for the computation of “ district 
values” of rainfall and temperature are distinguished by the sign {], those used for the computation of “district values of 
bright sunshine ” by the sign §. |The monthly mean values for districts given in this Report for maximum, minimum, and 
mean temperature, duration of bright sunshine, number of rain days, and amount of rainfall, are cor puted from the data for 
these “representative” stations. The mean temperature for districts is computed in the manner shown in the preface 
+o volumes of the Weekly Weather Report. ‘he monthly mean values for districts for ‘‘ amount of cloud” are computed 
from the data for all stations. The extreme values of the various elements in each district are printed in distinctive 
type. The averages for districts with which the current values are compared are for the 25 years 1881-1905, as in the 
ease of the corresponding values published in the Weekly Weather Report. The “ district values ”” for Earth Temperature

CasTLEREAGH ; Loughglinn.—The unusually wet 
winter has much increased the number of chest 
affections, especially that of pulmonary tuberculosis. 
The four cases were among the well-to-do, so that the 
climate evidently played a greater part than privation 
and want of air. There has been no case of cancer. 


StROKESTOWN ; Roosky.—Six deaths from different 
forms of tuberculosis were registered. No case of 
cancer this time. Twelve of the deaths were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards.

Sanitary con- 
dition of district improving. 


Dromore WEST; Castleconor—There has nothing 
been done towards the drainage of the town of Ennis- 
crone, although several cases of epidemic diseases have 
occurred. 


Dromore West; Hasky, W.—Health of district 
very good. No case of infectious disease during 
quarter. One death registered at 97 years. 


Stico; Ballymote—District very healthy during 
last quarter. No zymotic diseases. 


Suico ; Carney, No. 1.—The sanitary condition of 
the district is, on the whole, good. Six members of 
one family contracted typhus fever; two died.

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During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in the 828 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,416 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
22-3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 14,942 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 13-6 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 8,030 persons emigrated. 


_ In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24:0 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 11-1 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0:8 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911, and also 0:9 below the rate for the third 
quarter of 1911. The deaths are 1,048 under those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1911; the death-rate is 1-0 under the rate for that quarter, and 0-8 under the 
average for the third quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911. 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1911, the returns of pauperism 
furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 872 in the average number 
of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, but an increase of 591 in the 
average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the second quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 5,324, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 14,446, the total under both heads being 20°8 per cent. 
under the average for the third quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease In 
the population as compared with the average population for those years 1s 0°3 per cent.

The Marriages (5,624) registered in Ireland during the second quarter of 1912 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being equa! to 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1911, and 0:3 above the average rate for 
the second quarter of the ten years 1902-1911. Of the total number of marriages, 3,900 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,724 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4:8 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6:0 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0:4 above, and that under the latter heading 0:1 above the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion 
oi the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, 
while as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than 
that lor any of the other quarters of the year.

AcEs.—Of the 14,942 deaths registered last quarter, 1,755, or 11:7 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age ; and 6,030 or 40-4 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 71:9 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 13:8 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
11-8 per cent. ; in Ulster, 11:3 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 8-2 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 34:8 per cent. ; in Munster, to 43:0 per cent. ; in Ulster, to 39°5 per cent.; and in 
Connaught, to 51:0 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


DisEasEs.—The total number of deaths: from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
796, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0-73 per 1,000 living.

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ENTERIC FEvER.—During the quarter 40 deaths from enteric fever were registered, 
representing an annual rate of 0-04 per 1,000 of the population estimated to the middle 
of 1912. The average number of deaths for the corresponding quarter of the 5 years, 
1907—11, was 74, and the number in each of the 3 quarters immediately preceding that 
under notice was 99, 64, and 56, respectively. Of the 40 deaths registered during the 
quarter ended 30th September, 7 belonged to Dublin county borough, 4 to Belfast county 
borough, 3 to each of the Superintendent Registrars’ districts of Loughrea and Tullamore, 
and in each of the Superintendent Registrar’s districts of Cork, Omagh and Sligo, 2 deaths 
were registered. 


TypxHus.—four deaths from this cause were registered during the period under notice, 
the average for the corresponding period of the previous 5 years being 10, while the numbers 
in the December, March and June quarters preceding were 9, 14 and 10 respectively. The 
4 deaths registered during the quarter under review occurred in the following unions :— 
in Cootehill, 2 deaths ; in Kilkenny, one death, and in Middleton, one death. 


SMALL-Pox.—No death from this disease was registered during the quarter, nor was 
the presence of the disease notified from any Registrar’s district. 


MEASLES.—The 105 deaths from this cause, equivalent to an annual rate of 0-10 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, is below the average (114) for the corresponding 
quarter of the previous 5 years. In the December, March and June quarters preceding, 
75, 97, and 182 deaths from measles were registered. Of the 105 deaths registered during 
the quarter, 52 belonged to Dublin county borough, 13 to Belfast county borough, 7 to 
Limerick union, and 6 to Rathdrum union. 


ScaRLET FEvER.—There were 78 deaths registered from this cause, representing an 
annual rate of 0:07 per 1,000 of the population. The average number of deaths in the 
corresponding period of the preceding 5 years was 31, and the numbers registered in the 
December, March and June quarters were 100, 65, and 74, respectively. Of the 78 deaths 
during the period under notice, 14 belonged to Dublin county borough, 8 to Belfast county 
borough, and 11 were registered in the Superintendent Registrar’s district of Lisburn, 


10 being deaths of residents of Belfast occurring in Purdysburn Fever Hospital, Bally- 


lesson. 


Wuoopine-coueH.—In the December, March and June quarters preceding, deaths 
from whooping-cough were respectively 149, 353, and 294 in number. In the quarter 
under notice, 199 deaths from this cause were registered, equivalent to an annual rate of 
0-18 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of deaths for the corres- 
ponding period of the 5 years, 1907—11, was 180. Of the total registered during the quarter 
ending 30th September, 18 belonged to Dublin county borough, and 13 to Belfast county 
borough, and in the following Superintendent Registrars’ districts 5 or more deaths occurred, 
in Clonakilty, 7 deaths ; in Clones, 5 deaths ; in Limerick, 18 deaths ; in Newry, 18 deaths ; 
and in Rathdrum, 16 deaths. 


D1PHTHERIA.—During the quarter 70 deaths from diphtheria were registered, a number 
equivalent to an annual rate of 0-06 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average 
number for the corresponding period of the 5 years, 1907—11, was 71, and the numbers 
registered in the December, March and June quarters preceding that under review were 
97, 105, and 81, respectively. Of the total registered for the quarter ended 30th September, 
1912, 17 belonged to Dublin county borough, 4 deaths were registered in the Superintendent 
Registrar’s district of Galway, 3 in Larne union, 9 in Lisburn union (all being deaths of 
residents of Belfast occurring in Purdysburn Fever Hospital), and 3 in Swineford union. 


D1aRRH@AL D1sEAsEs.—The deaths of 254 children under 2 years of age were returned 
as having been caused by diarrhoea or enteritis. In the corresponding quarter of 1911 
such deaths were 1,293 in number. During the quarter under notice the deaths of 40 
persons 2 years of age and upwards were returned as having been caused by diarrhoea 
or enteritis, and there were 6 deaths from dysentery. 
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TuBERCULOUS DisEAsE.—There were 2,007 deaths registered from all forms of tuber- 
culous disease, a number equivalent to an annual rate of 1-83 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population in the middle of 1912. 


The following notes regarding tuberculous disease, public health, or emigration have 
been selected from those courteously furnished by the Registrars and which appear at the 
end of this Report :— 


Balrothery ; Lusk.—‘I am glad to state all forms of tuberculous disease are decidedly 
becoming more rare. I have always encouraged the people to improve the sanitary con- 
ditions of their dwellings, and it is most gratifying to see the numerous new and good 
houses built within the last few years in the district, especially in the villages of Rush 
and Lusk. The District Council have also provided a large number of labourers’ cottages, 
and the public health now attains a high standard.” 


Dublin South ; Crumlin.—‘I must testify to the efficacy of the work done by the 
Branch of the Womens’ National Health Association in the district. The branch is most 
active in helping to combat disease and is splendidly officialed.”’ 


Drogheda ; Drogheda No. 2.—* More than half the deaths registered during the quarter 
resulted from tuberculous disease, which, [ am afraid, is on the increase in this district.” 


Mullingar ; Milltown.—* The sanitary arrangements are fairly well looked after, and 
satisfactory. Emigration, that appeared to be on the decline for upwards of twelve months 
previously, revived during the quarter, unquestionably on account of the ° American 
letter.’ In every case in his district the medical officer can bear clear testimony to this 
letter with the passage ticket and money, as the sole cause of this apparently hopeless 
evil. There were no deaths from tuberculosis or cancer.” 


Cahersiveen ; Emlagh.—‘ Unfortunately the number of deaths from tuberculosis is 
unusually high. This I attribute in part to the continuously inclement weather which 
agoravated the disease, and compelled phthisical patients to remain indoors, and very 
often in ill-ventilated houses.” 


Limerick ; Caherconlish.—‘* Health of district good. I sent two cases of tuberculosis — 
to the Sanatorium in Wicklow some time ago. They are both home now; one was very 
advanced. They are both very much improved.” 


Rathkeale ; Rathkeale No. 1.—‘‘ There were three deaths from tuberculosis, one was 
a returned American. I am of opinion the latter cases are responsible for a great increase 
in the spread of the disease at present.” 


Newtownards ; Newtownards.—‘ I! think the improved sanitary conditions under 
which the people now live are beginning to show in the death rate. I do not remember 
ever having so few deaths in any quarter. Last year we had in this quarter 73 deaths, 
and of these 23 were urban cases of enteritis in children under 2 years of age. We have 
had no enteritis this year. Of course the weather had a good deal to do with this, but 
the fact that the urban sanitary authority, during May, June, and July, employed men, 
and did a great deal of domestic scavenging, must not be lost sight of.” 


Enniskillen ; Holywell No. 1.—‘* A custom exists in this district which is most danger- 
ous to health. In every case of illness amongst the peasantry (except fevers, which they 
shun) the neighbours flock to see the sick person, and if the patient be a male and a smoker, 
some friend lights his pipe and hands it to him to smoke. That infected pipe is then passed 
from mouth to mouth round the assembly. I have known of pulmonary tuberculosis 
to be contracted by this pernicious habit.” 


Clifden; Roundstone No. 2.—‘‘ There has been a marked decrease in the number 
of deaths of infants since one of Lady Dudley’s nurses became resident in the district. 
Two deaths from tuberculosis. The number of deaths from this disease in this district 
is decreasing.” 
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Swineford ; Kiltamagh.—‘“I am treating two cases of pulmonary tuberculosis in 
young men, harvesters, who contracted the disease in England. In both cases these poor 
fellows were put to sleep in stables in the sweaty clothes which they had worn during the 
day.” 


Dromore West ; Hasky.—‘‘ Glad to notice that the people are improving their houses ; 
better floors and better ventilation.”’ 


Cancer.—There were 832 deaths returned under this heading during the quarter, 
a number equivalent to an annual rate of 0-76 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
In the corresponding quarter: of last year, 833 deaths from cancer were recorded. 


VIOLENCE.—The deaths returned as having been caused by violence, whether accidental, 
homicidal, or suicidal, were 223 in number. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 


Measles in 13 districts, scarlet fever in 44, whooping-cough in 25, diphtheria in 18, enteric 
fever in 17, influenza in 2, croup in one, typhus in 2, cerebro spinal fever in one, and 
chicken-pox in one district. [See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 139.] 


InquEsts.—There were 370 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 40 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 44 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 40, in 
Ulster 1 to 33, and in Connaught 1 to 81. 


Deatus 1n Pustic Instirutions.—Of the 14,942 deaths registered, 3,275, or 219 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 29°1, in Munster 
250, in Ulster 16°3, and in Connaught 15:7. . 


Uncertiriep Dratus.—According to the returns, 3,360 of the 14,942 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being over 22 per cent. of the 
total. In Leinster the percentage was 17, in Munster 26, in Ulster 17, and in Connaught 
the uncertified deaths were 45 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the third quarter 
of the year 1912, there were 20,459 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 30th September last was 8,030 (3,872 males 
and 4,158 females), being 1,007 more than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1911, 
but 862 below the average number for the third quarter of the ten years 1902-1911.

6d., 
and for the third quarter of 1902 the average price was 15s. 1d. per cwt. 


The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market for the quarter 
were 3s. 4d. to 3s. 9d. In the third quarter of 1911 the average prices were 3s. Od. to 
3s.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on Saturdays 
during the third quarter of 1912 was 35,412, or 872 below the average for the corresponding 
period in 1911. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during the quarter 
was 39,698, being 591 above the average for the third quarter of 1911. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the third quarter of 1912, an average 
number of 1,646 in each week was located in asylums for the blind and the deaf and dumb, 
and in extern hospitals; in the corresponding quarter of 1911 the average weekly 
number was 1,641.

The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 1912 was 29°966 
inches, being 0:134 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1907-1911; the highest reading (30:°505 inches) was on the 19th September, at 9 A.M., 
wind H., and the lowest (29.285 inches) on the 30th September, at 9 p.m., wind calm. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 53-7°, being 3-2° below the 
average for the third quarter of the 5 years 1907-1911. 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 74: 0° and the minimum 
33°0°. The maximum heat in sun was 126-09. 


Rain or snow fell on 48 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 9-180 inches, 
being 3:145 inches above the average for the third quarter of the five years 1907-1911. 
The greatest monthly rainfall was in August, when 5-480 inches were registered. 


The wind blew on 30 days from W., on 13 days from E., on 8 days from N., on 
5 days from N.E., on 5 days from §8.W., on 4 days from §.E., on 3 days fromS., on 2 
days from N.W., and the air was calm on 22 days at 9 a.m. 


July.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-970 inches ; the 
highest reading (30:299 inches) was on the Sth, at 9 a.m., air calm ; and the lowest 
(29-331 inches) on the 29th, at 9 P.M., wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 
57°1°, the maximum registered was 74°0°, and the minimum 41.8°. The 20th was the 
warmest day, and the 9th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 56°6°, 
and of the wet bulb, 54:0°. The maximum heat in the sun was 126-0°, and the minimum 
on the grass 36°5°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 130-0 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 13°3 hours on the 15th. The minimum on the grass was 
not below 30° on any night. The maximum ozone was 0:6, the minimum 0-0, and the 
mean 0:4. Rain or snow fell on 16 days. The rain-fall measured 3:275 inches; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0°730 inch on the 23rd. 


August.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-732 inches ; 
the highest reading (30-147 inches) was on the 31st, at 9 a.M., wind W.S.W., and 


the lowest (29°361 inches) on the 29th, at 9 a.M., wind S,W. The mean temperature of 


the air was 52°9°, the maximum registered was 65:°9°, and the minimum 33:0°. The 
30th was the warmest day, and the 12th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 53°4°, and of the wet bulb 514°. The maximum heat in sun was 115-0°, and the 
minimum on the grass 30:2°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 67:2 
hours, the greatest daily amount being 7:6 hours on the 5th. The minimum on the 
grass was not below 30° on any night. The maximum ozone was 0:6, the minimum 0:0, 
and the mean 0:3. Rain or snow fell on 25 days. The rain-fall measured 5-480 inches ; 
the greatest amount in 24 hours was 1:390 inches on the 4th. 


September.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30-197 inches, 
the highest reading (30°505 inches) was on the 19th at 9 4.m., wind E., and the lowest 
(29-285 inches) on the 30th, at 9 p.m., air calm. The mean temperature of the air was 
51:2°; the maximum registered was 68°3°, and the minimum 34°3°. The 12th was the 
warmest day, and the 22nd the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 51: 3°, and of the 
wet bulb 48:8°. The maximum heat in sun was 116° 3°, and the minimum on the grass 28 -0°. 
The total amount of sunshine recorded was 100-7 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 12-0 hours on the 21st. The minimum on the grass was below 30°. on 2 nights. 
The maximum ozone was 0:6, the minimum 0:0, and the mean 0-2. Rain or snow fell on 
7 days. The rain-fall measured 0-425 inch; the greatest amount in 24 hovrs was 
0:190 inch on the 28th.

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METEOROLOGY. 


[Prepared in the Meteorological Office under the direction of W. N. Shaw, Esq., 
ee SGD). Lies. 


During this quarter the weather in Ireland was less exceptionally wet than in 
Great Britain, the amount of rainfall, as compared with the normal, being far less 
heavy. The temperature of the period was, however, almost continuously below 
the average, the deficiency being especially large at the end of July and throughout 
the earlier half of August. In the latter month and in September the absence of 
seasonable warmth was remarkable, only three instances occurring of a mid-day 
temperature as high as 70°. In addition to its abnormal coolness August was in 
all but the extreme southern parts of the country very cloudy and wet. Early in 
September a marked improvement occurred, and in many places no rain fell for at 
least three weeks, Wexford reporting an absolute drought lasting for 24 days, 
Donaghadee one of 25 days, and Newcastle (Co. Wicklow) one of 27 days. 


July opened with cloudy changeable weather, and a rather low temperature. 
On the 10th a heavy fall of rain occurred in Wales, and on the following day the 
South of Ireland was similarly affected, the measurements being as large as 1°7 inch 
at Waterford and 13 inch at Wexford. Towards the middle of the month the 
weather improved materially, and on the 15th or 16th the highest temperatures of 
the whole summer were recorded, the thermometer rising to 75° and upwards over 
the southern portions of the country generally and reaching 79° at Waterford and 
Ballinacurra. The warmth was, however, of short duration. After the 19th the 
weather broke up completely, and for the remainder of the month it was thundery 
and unsettled, with exceedingly heavy falls of rain in Ireland and the neighbouring 
parts of Great Britain between the 26th and 28th. 


August was extremely cool and unsettled. At no time did the thermometer 
reach 70° in any part of the country, and in many places it did not reach 65°, the 
maximum for the month at Cahirciveen being no higher than 61°. On some days 
the thermometer over a large area failed to rise much above 55°, and on the 4th the 
maximum reading at Clongowes Wood was as low as 51°. Rain was of frequent 
occurrence. At a large number of stations there were at least 27 days with a 
measurable quantity, and at Clongowes Wood rain fell every day. Bright sunshine 
was very deficient, many places recording a mean daily duration of less than 3 
hours, or less than 20 per cent. of the possible amount. At Dublin (Phoenix Park) 
the total duration for the month did not exceed 41 per cent. of the average. 
Observers in various parts of the country noticed that in the rare intervals of fine 
weather the sky seldom assumed its ordinary blue tint, but appeared to be covered 
with a hazy film producing “ grey whiteness of the unclouded sky, and extreme weak- 
ness of all sunshine.” 


September was also characterised by a striking absence of mid-day warmth. 
Very few places experienced a shade reading as high as 70°, but that level was just 
reached on the 3rd at Dublin (Trinity College), while on the 16th the thermometer 
at Killarney rose to 72°. On several days it rose very little above 55°, and at Malin 
Head on the 9th it did not get beyond 50°. Sharp ground frosts occurred in many 
districts on the night of the 23rd. A few showery days at the commencement of 
the month were followed by a long drought, and in the second and third weeks the 
duration of bright sunshine was (for the first time since the close of July) in excess 
of the average. The concluding week was less settled, but no heavy rains occurred 
excepting on the 25th and 26th, when the extreme south-west coast experienced a 
considerable dampness, amounting at Cahirciveen and Valencia Island to as much 
as 27 in. At many places in the west and south the total rainfall for the month 
amounted to less than 20 per cent. of the average, at Killarney to only 10 per cent., 
and at Waterford to only 8 per cent. 
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Mean Temperature —The mean temperature of the quarter was about 24° below 
the average, and was lower than at any corresponding time of the year since the 
Meteorological Office record commenced in 1878. The highest readings were 
observed on July 15th or 16th, when the thermometer exceeded 75° at many southern 
stations and reached 78° at Cahir and Killarney and 79° at Waterford and Ballina- 
curra. The only other occasions upon which the thermometer rose to anything like 
a seasonable level were August 16th, 18th, and September 3rd and 16th. On the 
first occasion no station registered a shade reading as high as 70°, but on September 
3rd that level was attained at Dublin, while on the 16th a reading of 72° was 
recorded at Killarney. The lowest temperatures occurred on September 24th or 
25th, when the thermometer fell below 35° in many part of the country, and reached 
31° at Limerick. A reading as low as 38° was recorded at Markree Castle on August 
3rd and at Dublin (Phcenix Park) on August 12th. 


Rainfall—oOver the northern half of the country the rainfall was deficient both 
as regards frequency and amount, the total for the quarter being 6 per cent. below 
the average. In the southern half the number of rain-days was slightly above the 
normal, and the total amount showed an excess of 5 per cent. The heaviest indi- 
vidual falls occurred on the following dates :—July 11th, 21st, 26th to 28th and 
31st, and August 4th and 22nd. On July 27th as much as 1°9 inch was registered at 
Lisburn; and 1°6 inch at Belfast; and on the following day 19 inch at Malin Head 
and 18 inch at Dunfanaghy On August 4th 22 inches were recorded at 
Donaghadee, 1°7 inch at Kingstown, and 1'6 inch at Glasnevin, and on August 22nd 
2°3 inches fell at Mount Callan (Co. Clare), 18 inch at Broadford, and 1°6 inch at 
Foynes. 


Bright Sunshine was very deficient throughout nearly the whole of July and 
August, but was fairly abundant in September. For the quarter, as a whole, the 
duration in the northern half of the country amounted to only 88 per cent., and in 
the southern half to only 79 per cent. of the average. In the latter region the total 
amount was smaller than in any corresponding quarter since 1894.

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During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered in the 829 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 23,496 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
21-4 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 17,366 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 15-8 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 4,875 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 23-3 in évery 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 13:7 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°6 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911, and also 0-4 below the rate for the fourth 
quarter of 1911. The deaths are 361 above those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1911 ; the death-rate is 0-3 above the rate for that quarter, but 0-6 under the 
average for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911. 


In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1911, the returns of 
pauperism furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 1,000 in the 
average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, but an increase 
of 761 in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1902-1911, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 5,533, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 14,281, the total under both heads being 20:4 per cent. 
under the. average for the fourth quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in 
the population as compared with the average population for those years 1s 0°3 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (5,682) registered in Ireland during the third quarter of 1912 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5:2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:4 above 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1911, and 0:3 above the average rate for 
the third quarter of the ten years 1902-1911. Of the total number of marriages, 3,740 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,942 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4°6 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6-8 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0°3 above, and that under the latter heading 0:2 above the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion 

of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, 

while as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than 
that for any of the other quarters of the year.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st December last was 
23 ,496—12,006 boys and 11,490 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 46-7, 
or 21-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1902-11, was 24,243, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 22:0 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—Leinster, 21:1 
per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1911 ; Munster, 20:9 ; Ulster, 22:2 ; 
and Connaught, 20°8. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 28-5 for Dublin county borough, 
and the lowest 14:5 for Dublin County. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are— 
Belfast county borough, 26-1; Mayo, 23:8; Kildare, 22:5; Antrim, 22-4, and 
Tipperary, North Riding, 22:3. The lowest five are—Roscommon, 16:9; Meath, 
18-0; Westmeath, 18:1 ; Leitrim, 18-1, and King’s, 18:2. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 31st . 
December last was 17,366—8,620 males and 8,746 females—affording an annual ratio 
of 1 in every 63-1, or 15°8 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1902-11, was 16-4 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 17-0 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 15-2; in Ulster, 16°6; and in Connaught, 12:6. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range trom 11:0 in Kerry to 21:5 in 
Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest five are—Mayo, 11°7; 
Clare, 12:0; Roscommon, 12:4; Galway, 12:6, and Leitrim, 13°2; and the highest 
five are—Limerick county and county borough, 21:3; Waterford county and county 
borough, 18°6 ; Belfast county borough, 18-5; Kilkenny, 17°9, and Armagh, 17:6.

Acrs.—Of the 17,366 deaths registered last quarter, 2,066, or 11-9 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age ; and 7,288 or 42°0 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 87-9 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children . 
under one year old equalled 13:2 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
13:0 per cent. ; in Ulster, 11-4 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 8:1 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 37:1 per cent.; in Munster, to 42°8 per cent.; in Ulster, to 42-0 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 52:7 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE 


DisEAsES.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
1,026, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0-94 per 1,000 living. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal epidemic 
diseases, as registered during the December quarter of 1912, also the average 
number of deaths registered from each of these diseases, in the corresponding period

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Enteric Fever.—During the quarter 53 deaths from this cause were registered, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 0-05 per 1,000 of the population estimated to the middl_ of 
1912. The average number of deaths for the corresponding quarter of the 5 years 1907-11 
was 92, and the numbers registered in the March, June and September quarters of 1912 
were 64, 56 and 40 respectively. Of the 53 deaths registered during the quarter under 
notice, 16 belonged to the county borough of Dublin ; 8 to the superintendent registrar’s 
district of Cork; 2 to each of the superintendent registrar’s districts of Ballyshannon, 
Clonmel, Londonderry, Loughrea, Newry and Tralee, and in each of fifteen other districts 
one death was registered. 


Typuus.—Six deaths from this cause were registered during the quarter ending 31st 
December, 1912, the average for the corresponding quarter of the previous 5 years being 
12, and the numbers registered in each of the 3 preceding quarters of 1912, being 14, 10 
and 4 respectively. The deaths during the period under notice were registered in the 
following superintendent registrars) districts :—Athlone, Belmullet, Castlereagh, Cootehill, 
Dublin South, and Galway. | 


SMALL-pox.—No death from this disease was registered, nor was the presence of the 
disease in any district notified by the Registrar. 


MEasLES.—The 413 deaths from this cause, equivalent to a rate of 0-38 per 1,000 
of the estimated population, are above the numbers registered in the preceding quarters 
of 1912 which were 97, 182 and 105 respectively, and also above the average (126) for the 
corresponding quarter of the 5 years 1907-11. Of the deaths registered during the quarter 
under review, 122 belonged to the superintendent registrar’s district of Limerick, 170 to 
Belfast county borough, 13 to Dublin county borough, 26 to the registrar’s district of 
Dundalk, and in each of the following superintendent registrars’ districts 5 or more deaths 
were registered :—7 in Athy ; 7 in Ballinasloe ; 9 in Edenderry ; 6 in Larne ; 8 in New Ross; 
5 in Tipperary; and 5 in Tralee. 


ScaRLET Fever.—Highty-five deaths from scarlet fever were registered, representing 
an annual rate of 0-08 per 1,000. The average for the corresponding quarter of the 5 
years 1907-11 was 50, and the number of deaths registered in the March, June and Sep- 
tember quarters of 1912 was 65, 74 and 78 respectively. Hleven deaths each were 
registered in the county boroughs of Belfast and Dublin; 8 deaths were registered in the 
superintendent registrar’s district of Lisburn, all of which occurred in Purdysburn fever 
hospital in Ballylesson district. of residents of Belfast; 7 deaths were registered in the 
superintendent registrar’s district of Lurgan, 6 in Mountmellick, 5 in Inishowen, and 4 in 


Cork. 


WHooPING-couGcH.—There were 125 deaths from this cause registered, representing 
a rate of 0:11 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of deaths for 
the corresponding quarter of the previous 5 years was 176, the number in the March, June 
and September quarters of 1912 being 353, 294 and 199 respectively. In the superintendent 
registrar’s district of Ballymena 13 deaths were registered ; in Ballymoney, 9 deaths ; in 
Belfast, 5 deaths; in Clonmel, 8 deaths; in North Dublin, 9 deaths; in South Dublin, 
8 deaths; and in the superintendent registrars’ districts of Naas, Rathdrum, and Trim 
5 deaths each were registered. 


DrpHTHERIA.— There were 82 deaths registered from diphtheria, the average being 
94, and the number in the March, June and September quarters being 105, 81 and 70 
respectively. The 82 deaths are equivalent to an annual rate of 0:07 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. Of the total deaths, 8 belonged to the superintendent registrar’s 
district of Dublin North ; 13 to Dublin South ; and 13 were registered in Lisburn union, 
of which 10 were of residents of Belfast, in Purdysburn fever hospital in Ballylesson. 


DiaRRHOEAL DisEases.—Included in the total are 216 deaths of children under 2 
years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. Of the total, 53 belonged to Dublin county 
borough, and 64 to Belfast county borough. 
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TuBERCULOUS DisEAsE.—During the quarter under notice 2,009 deaths from all 
forms of tuberculous disease were registered, equivalent to an annual rate of 1:83 per 1,000 
of the population estimated to the middle of the year. 


In the notes which follow, which have been kindly furnished by the Registrars, special 
observations on the status of tuberculous disease and sanitation are included. 


Tipperary ; Bansha.-—“* There were two deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, both 
young girls. The death of a sister to one, also a young girl, was registered in the previous 
quarter from pulmonary tuberculosis. The two had spent some time in the United States 
and returned suffering from the disease.” 


Antrim ; Crumlin.—* Tuberculosis of the lungs seems to be on the wane in this district, 
and open windows are becoming the rule.” 


Armagh ; Armagh.—*‘ For the past few years there has been a steady and marked 
improvement in the health of my whole district, a satisfactory decline in the general death- 
rate. Both Urban and Rural District Councils are doing their best to improve the dwelling- 
houses of the working classes, by getting rid of insanitary dwellings, and compelling owners 
to put those that they cannot remove into better and more sanitary condition, not only as 
regards the dwelling itself, but also as to its surroundings which are often as important 
as the house.” 


Javan ; Killashandra.—** One death from phthisis pulmonalis. The branch of the 
Women’s National Association is doing good work for the district.” 


Newtownards ; Newtownards.—* The health of the district has been good. It affords 
me very great pleasure to be able to say that during the year which is now past I have 
had fewer cases of sickness among my dispensary patients than in any year during my 21 
years’ service. The improved sanitary conditions under which the people now live accounts 
for this, and the sanitary authorities have reason to be proud of the reforms which they 
have introduced.

Oughterard ; Lettermore.—‘* Phthisis is on the increase due to bad housing accommo-

dation.” 


Tuam ; Tuam, No. 2.—‘ One case of tuberculosis. | A young man who only returned 
from America a few weeks before he died.” 


Westport ; Louisburgh.—‘ One death registered from pulmonary tuberculosis in 
which case girl contracted same in America.” 


Castlereagh ; Loughglinn.—*‘ The prevailing damp weather has increased the number 
of deaths due to pulmonary tuberculosis. There is a continued improvement in the 
dwellings of the people, a fair amount of new slated houses being erected.” ; 


Cancer.—Under the head of cancer 865 deaths were registered, corresponding to an 
annual rate of 0-79 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The rates in the March, June 
and September quarters were 0-77, 0-77 and 0-76 respectively. 


VIOLENCE.—There were 218 deaths from violence, either accidental, homicidal or 
suicidal registered. 


The Registrars. in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases : 


Enteric fever in 13 districts, typhus in 3, measles in 52, scarlet fever in 48, whooping- 
cough in 32, diphtheria in 17, influenza in 16, mumps in 3, German measles in one, and 
chicken-pox in 2, cerebro-spinal meningitis in one district. [See Appendix to this 
Report commencing on page 289. | 
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Inquests.—There were 444 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 39 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 40 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 47, in 
Ulster 1 to 30, and in Connaught 1 to 91. 


Deatus In Pusuic Instrrurions..-Of the 17,366 deaths registered, 3,535, or 20°4 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 28-0, in Munster 
22°8, in Ulster 15:4, and in Connaught 12°5. 


Uncertiriep DEatus.—<According to the returns, 4,012 of the 17,366 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being over 23 per cent. of the 
total. In Leinster the percentage was 17, in Munster 26, in Ulster 18, and in Connaught 
the uncertified deaths were over| 48 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the 
province. |

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the fourth quarter 
of the year 1912, there were 15,637 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 31st December last was 4,875 (2,348 males 
and 2,527 females), being 84 more than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1911, 
but 603 below the average number for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1902-1911.

THE WEATHER. 


_The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteorological obser- 
vations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, Dublin, during the fourth 


oe * Latitude 53° 21’ 48-25” north ; longitude 6° 20’ 59-15” west. Height above the mean sea level 155-3 feet. The 
arometrical readings have been corrected for altitude and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit. 
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quarter of the years 1907 to 1912, respectively, furnished by direction of the Superinten- 
dent of the Ordnance Survey (see Table on page 239). 


The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of 1912 was 29-847 
inches, being 0°195 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1907-1911; the highest reading (30°641 inches) was on the 4th October, at 9 A.M., 
air calm, and the lowest (28.963 inches) on the 26th November, at 9 A.M., wind 8.S.W. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 44:9°, being 0: 1° above the 
average for the fourth quarter of the 5 years 1907-1911. 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 63°8° and the minimum 
21:2°. The maximum heat in sun was 100°1°. 


Rain or snow fell on 48 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 5-370 inches, 
being 3-170 inches below the average for the fourth quarter of the five years 1907-1911. 
The greatest monthly rainfall was in December, when 2-060 inches were registered. 


The wind blew on 31 days from W., on 17 days from 8.W., on 14 days from §., on 
5 days from E., on 3 days from N., on 2 days from N.E., on 2 days from N.W., on one 
day from 8.E., and the air was calm on 17 days at 9 A.M. 





October—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29: 869 inches ; 
the highest reading (30°641 inches) was on the 4th, at 9 a.m., aircalm; and the lowest 
(29-070 inches) on the 30th, at 9 a.M., wind E.S.E. The mean temperature of the air was 
46°4°, the maximum registered was 61:7°, and the minimum 24.0°. The 18th was the 
warmest day, and the 4th and 25th the coldest nights. The mean of the dry bulb was 47° 1°, 
and of the wet bulb, 44°6°. The maximum heat in the sun was 100°1°, and the minimum 
on the grass 19-0°.

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METEOROLOGY. 


[Prepared in the Meteorological Office under the direction of W. N. Shaw, Esq.,

The cool weather which had prevailed with little interruption during the 
summer of 1912 continued throughout the greater part of October, when a striking 
absence of seasonable warmth was again experienced. In the two following months 
the thermometer was as a rule well above its average level, the only marked exception 
occurring at the close of November and the beginning of December, when the 
northern parts of the country were visited by a frost of considerable severity. In 
October and November the rainfall was below the normal, but in December there 
was a large excess, the total amount over the country as a whole being equal to 
nearly half as much again as the average. 


The earlier half of October was mostly dry, and although the thermometer on 
the 12th and 13th succeeded in rising to a fairly high level (63° at Dublin and 64° 
at Cahir) the weather was mostly cool, with sharp frost about the middle of the 
first week, the minima in the early morning of the 4th being as low as 24° at Mount- 
mellick and 25° at Kilkenny. After the 19th the weather, which had hitherto been 
mainly of an anticyclonic type, was influenced by barometrical depressions which 
advanced from the Atlantic, and was therefore generally stormy and wet. Between 
the 20th and 21st a strong gale from between south-west and north-west was 
experienced (the extreme velocity, in squalls, being as high as 67 miles per hour at 
Quilty, Co. Clare), while in the closing week there were frequent gales from the 
westward or south-westward accompanied, in many instances, by considerable falls 
of rain. At Wexford the amount on the 26th was as a large as 12 in., but in very 
few other instances did the daily fall amount to as much as an inch. For the 
month as a whole the rainfall was, however, very deficient, especially in the eastern 
and north-eastern parts of the country. At Phoenix Park the total did not amount 
to more than 56% of the average, and at Armagh the proportion was no higher than 
40%. The duration of bright sunshine varied considerably in different parts of 
the country, but was mostly a little in excess of the average. 


November was extremely changeable, but until very nearly the close the weather 
was for the most part mild and fairly dry. The month opened, however, with a 
sharp touch of frost, the thermometer falling early on the 2nd to a minimum of 21° 
at Birr Castle and 25° at Markree Castle. On the 7th, when a warm wind extended 
over the country from the southward, the temperatures recorded in the east ot 
Ireland were higher than in any other part of the United Kingdom, the thermometer 
rising to 66° at Dublin (Trinity College) and Kingstown, and to 67° at Newcastle 
(Co. Wicklow). Between the 10th and 12th strong gales from between west and 
north were experienced, the change to a polar current being marked by showers of 
hail and sleet in many northern districts, with thunder and lightning in a few 
isolated places. Sharp ground frosts occurred between the 12th and 14th, but with 
a subsequent backing of the wind to west and south-west the thermometer rose 
above the normal. Between the 22nd and 27th the weather was extremely rough, 
the passage of a very deep cyclonic system across Scotland on the 26th being attended 
by heavy gales from south-west and west. Shortly after 7 a.m. on the 26th the 
anemometer at Quilty registered the passage of a squall blowing with a velocity of 
71 miles per hour. Towards the close of the month the weather, although still very 
unsettled, became much quieter, and over the northern districts a sharp frost set in, 
accompanied in many places by falls of snow or sleet. Early on the 30th the ther- 
mometer in the screen fell below 25° in many parts of the country, the lowest readings 
reported being 18° at Markree Castle and 20° at Clongowes Wood. Bright sunshine 
was very deficient; at Birr Castle and Markree Castle less than half the average 
duration was recorded. 


Meteorology. 24] 


December opened with a continuation of the November frost, the thermometer 
falling early on the Ist to 20° at Birr Castle and 22° at Clongowes Wood. Later in 
the day a rapid thaw set in, and for the remainder of the month the thermometer 
was considerably above its average level, scarcely any frost being experienced in 
any part of the country. Over the United Kingdom generally the weather was 
influenced by numerous cyclonic disturbances, which moved along in paths lying 
mostly to the northward of Scotland, the resulting south-westerly to westerly 
winds increasing ve1y frequently to the force of a gale. At Quilty, on the 17th, a 
velocity of 75 miles per hour was registered just before midnight. Generally speak- 
ing, the weather was, however, at its worst at about Christmas time. On the 24th a 
severe gale from the south- westward was experienced, the squalls reaching a velocity 
of 68 miles per hour at Quilty, while on the 26th another storm of almost equal 
violence prevailed over the southern parts of the country, the centre of the dis- 
turbance passing in the latter instance along the south coast of Ireland and directly 
across England. Rainfall was unusually frequent (at many places in the western 
and southern parts of the country a measurable quantity was recorded every day), 
but owing to the fact that many of the most important storm systems kept well to 
the northward of these islands the individual amounts were seldom large. In the 
Dublin district and in many other localities situated in the east of Treland the 
total rainfall for the month was below the average. Bright sunshine was again 
very aoe et at Phoenix Park less than two-thirds of the average duration was 
recorded. 


Mean Temperature was about one® above the average, and was higher than in 
the corresponding quarter of the three preceding years, 1909-1911. Over the country 
generally the highest temperatures occurred (as is normally the case in the closing 
quarter of the year) in October, mostly between the 8th and 13th, when the ther- 
mometer rose slightly above 60° in many parts of the country. In the east of 
Ireland they were observed on November 7th, when the thermometer in the Dublin 
district and in one or two other localities exceeded 65. The lowest temperatures 
occurred on November 30th or December 1st, the sheltered thermometer falling in 
many places at least 10° below the freezing point. On the surface of the erass the 
readings on November 30th were as low as 14° at Phoenix Park and 15° at Markree 
Castle. 


Rainfall—Over the northern half of the country the number of days with rain 
was in close agreement with the normal, but the total precipitation was 4% in excess. 
In the south there were more rain days than usual, but the total amount was 15% 
less than the average. One most striking feature in respect to this element was the 
almost entire absence of large individual amounts, very few places reporting as 
much as an inch in a rainfall day; ending ordinarily with 9 a.m. 


Bright Sunshine was deficient in the north, where the mean daily duration 
amounted to less than 2 hours, only 87 per cent. of the av erage. In the south the 
weather was much brighter, the mean daily duration amounting to nearly 24 hours, 
or to 6 per cent. more than the average. The finest week was that ended October 
12th, when several stations reported a total duration amounting to more than one- 
half of the time the sun was above the horizon.

otherwise the district is healthy.

Cartow; Fennagh and Myshall.—A very severe 
epidemic af measles broke out in the middle of the 
quarter.

Of the 101,035 children whose births were registered in Ireland during the year 1912, there 
were 66,934 returned as having been successfully vaccinated ; 3,375 as having had their vaccina- 


tions postponed; 91 were returned as unsuccessful, on the ground of constitutional insusceptibility 
un-

of the vaccine disease ; 5,778 as having died before vaccination ; 3,143 were returned as 
accounted for owing to removal from district or otherwise,” and 21,714 were reported as defaulters 
who had not been granted an extension of time under Form B., First Schedule. When ex- 
pressed in percentages, it appears that 66:3 per cent. of the total were reported as successfully 
vaccinated ; that 3°3 per cent. were postponed on account of the children being unfit for 
vaccination; that 0-1 per cent. were insusceptible of vaccination; that 5°7 per cent. died betore 
they were vaccinated; that 3°1 per cent. were “unaccounted for owing to removal from district 


or otherwise ”; and that 21°5 per cent. were returned as defaulters.

From a comparison of the figures in Abstract I. (page 4) relating to the provinces, it 


appears that the successful cases of vaccination in the province of Leinster numbered 12,370, 
or 45°8 per cent. of the total births registered ; that in Munster the successful vaccinations 
numbered 14,847 or 640 per cent. of the total births registered therein ; that in Ulster {the 
successful vaccinations numbered 30,417 or 81:3 per cent. of the total births registered ; and 
that in the province of Connaught the number of successful vaccinations reported was 9,300 


or 69°2 per cent. of the total births registered. 


Detailed information regarding vaccinations for the counties; superintendent registrars’ 
districts (or poor law unions), arranged by provinces and counties; registrars’ districts; and 
superintendent registrars’ districts, arranged alphabetically, will be found in Abstracts L., 
IT., IJI., and IV., respectively, appended to this Report. Extracts from the notes presented 


by the registrars are also published.
